London Delegate Bares 
Plan to Murder 
Thousands Jan. 4 


LONDON, Jan. 2.—Fascist author- 
ities are planning to massacre thou- 
sands of Basque civilians on Jan. 4 
for an imaginary coup against the 
fascists, Jose Ignacio de Lizaso, Lon- 
don delegates of the Basque Govern- 
ment, charged yesterday. 

The troops of Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco, Spanish fascist 
leader, marched into the autono- 
mous Basque Republic last August 
after massacring thousands of civil- 
ians in Bilbao and Santander. 

The Basque delegate charges that 
the anniversary of an extremist at- 
tack on Larrinaga prison and the 
murder of some of the prisoners has 
deen chosen as the date for a fake 
uprising to be staged by Rebel 
agents. Then, using that as 9 pre- 
text, he charged that Franco will 
kill all Basque civilian leaders now 
in their hands. 

“We now have definite and con- 
clusive proof,” Lizaso asserted, “that 
a supposed Basque riot or uprising 
has been organized by the Rebels 
now in occupation of our territory 
to take place on the anniversary 
of this regrettable incident. It is 
not possible for me to disclose the 
full details we possess of this sim- 
wlated uprising, for varioug reasons.

power, what do we find? 

The passage of the Wagner-Steagall 
Housing Act over bitter opposition by reac- 
tionary interests is a definite step forward 
and should be welcomed. It is now in the 
hands of a combined House and Senate Com- 
mittee for detailed ironing out. 

With this bill, we now have a plan for 
Government Housing and for supposed stim- 
ulation of private construction by real estate 
interests. 

The Government Housing authority has 
a half a billion dollars to spend up to 1939, 
with not more than 10 per cent to go to 
any single State. The private stimulation 
program provides that the Government will 
guarantee mortgage loans made by banks to 
builders up to three billion dollars worth. On 
houses costing $6,000 or less, the bankers 
will be able to get a government guarantee 
on loans up to 90 per cent of the cost. And, 
very generously, the Government will permit 
the money-lenders to charge the home-buyer 
51% per cent interest for 20 years. 

What is wrong with this picture? First, 
it is clear that it is useless to depend on 80 
called private construction. Real Estate in- 
terests are tied up with the Building Mate- 
rials Trust and won't budge until they get 
their pound of flesh—the smashing of trade 
union standards for building workers. The 
present plan permits the Real Estate inter- 
ests to get an exorbitant interest rate—5 % 
per cent — without any risk whatever, and 
with a full government guarantee. The small 
home-owner cannot carry such a burden — 
that has been proved, and such mortgage 
guarantees do not stimulate inexpensive 
housing construction by the Real Estate com- 
panies. 

There remains the proposed Government 
building program as established in National 
Housing Act. Whatever hope there is lies 
in this direction. But how small that hope 
is compared with the need. Since 1933, the 
first year of Government housing, less than 
20,000 housing units have been built! Even 
with the best functioning, the Wagner-Stea- 
gall Bill will not provide for more than 
150,000 houses in THREE YEARS. No 
wonder the Real Estate interests approve 
Mr. Strauss’ opinion that the solution lies in 
private building. 

But the solution can only be a vastly ex- 
tended Government housing program with 
funds to be raised by taxation of the rich, 
and with guarantees of low rents for the 
people. 

Rents, meanwhile are rising because of 
the shortage. Tenant action and legislative 
action against this outrage are necessary. 


Signed 75 Years Ago— 


Lincoln Greatest Act 


The Negro people of America celebrated 
yesterday the 75th anniversary of the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation of Lincoln—the docu- 
ment which “forever abolished” slavery in 
these United States. 

This great Act was signed in Sept. 1862 
and went into effect January 1, 1863. 

This abolition of chattel slavery was the 
greatest result of the Civil War. From the 
first day of the war, Karl Marx and Freder- 
ick Engels, leaders of the international 
working class movement, saw clearly that 
“slavery will not outlast this war.” (See “The 
Civil War in the U. S.“, by Marx and En- 
gels.) They saw that the struggle for the 
pres irvation of the Union could be nothing 
else but a struggle between the Slave Power 
and the forces of advancing democracy and 
progress. They saw that the wiping out of 
chattel slavery was inevitable even before 
the leaders of the North realized it. 

These working class leaders saw this 
truth because they knew that “labor in a 
white skin cannot be free as long as labor 
in a black skin is branded.” 

The free-holders, the small farmers, the 
mechanics of the Northwest and West saw 
only too clearly that the extension of chat- 
tel slavery meant the doom of democracy for 
them. The Abolition movement, begun in 
New England by such men as William Lloyd 
Garrison, found its strongest adherents in 
the younger Western States and in such in- 
dustrial areas as Pennsylvania. It was the 
common people of toil who were the driving 
force for Negro emancipation. 

The Emancipation’ Proclamation had a 
revolutionary effect among the Negro slaves, 
unleashing a tremendous wave of enthusi- 
asm and a will to fight against the bondage 
of the plantation masters. It marked the 
Beginning of the end of the slaveholders’ 
rebellion. It marked a victory for democracy 
throughout the whole nation. 

It is an ironic commentary on the sub- 
sequent betrayals of the Negro people by the 
wealthy reactionaries of the North, who 
united with the defeated slaveholders of the 
South, that the 18th, 14th and 15th Amend- 
ments, written into the Constitution to sanc- 
tify the new freedom of the Negro people, 
remain by and large a dead letter for mil- 
lions of Negroes in the South.
